Ai/ntcnan It would bo impossible to add much 
to Mrs Goldie's inetnresiiuo nnd most interest- 
ing account of Helen Walkor, the prototype, of 
tbo Imaginary Jeanio Denus tne Editor may be 
pariloued-for introducing two or three anecdotes 
reenacting that excellent parson, which lio has 
collected from a volume entitled, Sketches 
from Nature, by John M Dlarmid,’ a gentleman 
who conducts nn ablo provincial paper in the 
town of Dumfries 

Holon w «3 the daughtar of a small farmer In 
n place called Dn'whiim In the parish of Iron 
gTay i where niter the death of her father she 
continued, with the unassuming piety of a Scot- 
tish ponsant, to support her mother by her own 
unremitted labour and privations , a coso so 
common, that even yet, I am proud to say, few 
of my countrywomen would shrink from tho 
dutv 

Helen Walkor was hold among her erjna s jjckw, 
that Is, proud or conceited , hut tlie facts 
brought to provo this accusation seem only to 
evince a strength of character superior to those 
nronnd her Thus it was remarked tlrnt when 
it thundered, she went with her work and her 
Hthlo to tho front of tlio cottage, alleging that 
'lie Almighty could smito in tho city indwell as 
n tbo field. 


Mr II Dlarmid mentions more particalarlv 
tho misfortune of her sister, whioh ho supposes 
to have taken placo previous to IPfd. Helen 
Walker declinining ovary proposal of saving her 
relation s life at the exponso of truth, borrowed 
a sum of money safflolont for her journey, walked 
the whole distance to London barefoot nnd 
made hor way to John Iluko of Argylo She 
was heard to say, that, by tho Almighty's 
strength, slio had been onahled to meot tho Duko 
at tho mo 9 t critical moment, which if lost, 
would lmvo caused tho inevitable forfeiture of 
hor sister s life 

Isabella, or Tibby Walker saved from tho fate 
which impended over her, was tnnrrled by tho 
person who had wronged her (named Waugh,) 
nnd lived happily for great part of a coptnry, 
uniformly acknowledging the extraordinary af- 
fection to which sho owed her preservation 

Helen Walkor died nbont the end of tho year 
1,01 and hor remains are interred in the eburoh- 
yorti of her native parish of Irongray, in it ro- 
mantic cemetery on tho banks of tho Calm 
That a ebametor so distinguished for her nn 
daunted love of virtue, livod nnd died hi povortv, 
if not wmt se-ves only to show us howinsigniU- 
capt, in the sigh*- of Heaven, arc our principal 
objects of ambition upon earth

It wax the custom until within theso thirty 
years, or thereabouts to usd thj* esplanade for 
the scene of public executions Tho fatal day 
was onnonneed to tho pnbllo, by tho nppeamneo 
of a lingo block gallows tree towards the eastern 
end of the Grass market This 111 omened ap- 
parition was of great height, with a scaffold sur- 
rounding it, and a double ladder placed against 
it, for the nscont of the unhappy crimnal and 
the executioner As this apparition was always 
arranged before dawn, it seemed as if the gallows 
had grown ontof the earth in the course of tho 
night, Jiko tho production of some foul demon 
and I well remember tho fright with which tho 
school boys when 1 was one of their number, 
used to rognrd these ominous signs of deadly 
preparation On tho night after the execution 
the cnliows again disappeared and was conveyed 
in silence find darkness to tho piaco whore it 
was usually deposited, which was one of tho 
vmlts under tbo Parlinmont-honso or courts of 
justlco This modo of exccntibn is now cx 
clmnged Tor one similar to that in front of New 
gate,— with what beneficial effect is uncertain 
Tho mental sufferings of the convict nre Indeed 
shortened lie no longor stalks between the- 
attendant clergyman, dressed in his grave 
clothes, through a considerable part of the city, 
looking liko n moving and walking corpse, while 
yet an inhabitant of this world, but, as tlio nit! 
mate purpose of punishment has in view tho 
prevention of crimes, it may at least bo doubted 
whether, in abridging the melancholy ceremony 
we have not in part diminished that appalling 
effect npon tho spectators which, is the useful 
end of all such inflictions, and in consideration 
of which alone nnless in very particular cases, 
capital sentences can be altogether justlfl ed. 

On the 7th day of September, 177U those omi- 
nous preparations for execution were descried 
in the place wo haro described and at an early

In former times, England had her Tyburn, to 
which the devoted, viotlms of justice wore con 
dnct*d In solemn procession up what is now 
called Oxford Road In Edinburgh, a large 
open street, orrather oblongsqnnra snmmndcd 
by high houses, called the GmsSmnrkct was 
■used for tho osme melancholy pnrpoie It v. as 


gibbot with a et"rn and -vindictive show of satis 
faction very seldom testified by tbo populace, 
whose good nature in most coses forgets tho 
crime or tho condemned person and dwoiis only 
on his misery Buttba act of which the expected 
culprit had been convicted was of a description

The county of Fife bounded b> two fr ths on 
tho south and north and by the sea on the east, 
nnd having a number of small seaports was long 
famed for maintaining successfully a contraband 
trade and as thero were many seafaring men 
residing there, who had been pirate* and buc 
caneera In their youth, there were not wanting a 
sufficient number of daring men to cam it on 
Among these a fellow called Andrew Wilson, 
originally tt baker in the village of Pathheod, 
was particularlv obnoxious to tho revenue offl 
cers He was possessed of great personal 
Rtrength courage and cunning— was perfectly 
acquainted with the coast and capable of con 
ducting tho most desperate enterprises On 
several occnvnons l\e succeeded in niGling the 

S ursnlt and researches of the king s officers but 
e became no much the object of their auamcipns 
nnd watchful attention, tfint at length he was 
totally ruined by repented seizures The man 
became desperate He considered himself as 
robbed and plundered and took it into his head 
that he had a right to make reprisals ns he 
could find opportunity Where the heart is pre 

e red for evil. opportunity is seldom long want- 
g This Wilson learned that the Collector of 
the Customs at Kirkaldy had come to Pitten 
ween, in course of his official round of duty 
with a considerable snm of public money in his 
custody Ai tho amount was greatly within tho 
value of tho goods which had been seized from 
him, IV flson felt no scrapie of conscience in re 
solving to reimburse himself for his losses at the 
expense of tho Collector and tho rovenn" Ho 
associated with himself ono Robertson and two 
othor idle young men, whom, having been con 
corned in the same illicit trade he persuaded to 
view the transaction in tbo same justifiable light 
in which he himself considered it They watched 
the motions of the Collector . they broke forcibly 
into the houso where he lodged,— Wihon with 
two of his associates entering the Collector s 
apartment, while Robertson the fourth, kept 
watch at the door with a drawn cutlass in his 
hand. Th*» officer of the customs conceiving

obstinacy of Wilson, who, as he was dunngly 
resolute, was doggedly pertinacious of his 
opinion His comrade, Robertson a young and 
slender man proposed to make the experiment 
of passing the foremost though tho pap they hod 
made, and enlarging it from the outside.

1 
as declared enemies, upon whom it was natural 
nnd Justifiable that he should seek opportune 
ties of vengeance Being however, the most 
active nnd trust worthy among the captains of 
the City Guard, he was the person to whom the 
magistrates confided the command or the 
soldiers appointed to keep the peaco at the time 
of It ilson s execution He was ordered to guard , 
the gallows and scaffold with about eighty men. 
all the disposable force that cotdd be spared for - 
that duty 

But the magistrates took farther precaution,, 
which affected Porteous s prldo verv deeply- 
They requested the assistance of part of a 
regular infantry regiment, not to attend upon 
the execution, but to remain drawn up on the- 
principal street of tho city, during tho time that 
it went forward, in order to intimidate tho mul- 
titude in case they should bo disposed to be un 
ruly with a display of force which cotdd not he- 
resisted without desperation It' may sound 
■ndiculonx in our ears, considering tho fallen 
state of this ancient civic corps, tlin* its officer 
Elionld have felt punctiliously lealone of its 
honour Pet so it was Captain Porleons re- 
sented, ns an indignity, tho introducing the 
Welsh I'm 11 cere within tho city, and drawing 
them np in tho street where no drumu but his 
own wero allowed to bo sounded, without the 
special command or permission of tho magis- 
trates As he could not show his ill htunonr 
to his patrons the magistrates, it increased 
his indignation nnd his desire to be revenged 
on tho nn r ortnnato criminal V. ilson, nnd all 
who favoured 1dm These Internal emotions 
of jealousy nnd rngo wrought n change on the- 
man * mien and benr-ng visible to all who saw 
him on the fatal morning whon \\ ilson was ap- 
pointed to suffer Porteous s ordinary appear 
ance was rather favourable Ho was about the- 
middle size stout, and well made, having » mili- 
tary air, nnd yet rather a gentle and mild 
countenance. His complexion was brown his- 
faco somewhat fretted with the scars of the 1 
small pox his eyes rather languid than keen or 
fierce On the present occasion, however it- 
seemed to those who saw him ns if he were 
agitated by some evil demon Ills step was 
Irregular, his voice hollow and broken, his 
countenance pale bis eyes staring nnd wild, his- 
speech imperfect and confused, nnd his whole

Increased "be popular compa«s'on for Wilson 
and excited a proportionate drew offndlpna- 
tlon against Port-eons i again*' whom, as strict, 
nnd wren violent in tl e dlscliarpo of his nn 
popular ofT.ce, the common peop'O had some 
reil, and many imaginary cacste of complaint i 

Y hen the painful procession was completed 
and Wilson, with the excort. bad armed at the 
scaffold in tlio GraSsmnrkct, there appeared no 
piprts of that attemp* torwcuo him which had 
occasioned snch precautions The multitude 
in trcneral, looked on Tilth deeper interest than 
nt onlraary executions, (md thero might be 
seen, on the countenances of many, n stem and 
indignant expression. like that with which the 
ancient Cameronians might bo supposed to 
witness tho execution of their brethren who 
glorified tho Covenant on the rime occasion, 
nnd at the Fame spot But thero was no at- 
tempt nt violence. Wilson himself seemed dis 
P 0 "td to hasten over the space that divided time 
from eternity Tho devotions proper and usual 
on such occasions were no sooner llnLshed than 
Iw fubmltted Co his fate, and the sentence of 
tho law was fulfilled 

He had been suspended on tho gibbet so long 
as to be totally deprived of life when at once, 
ns If occasioned by some newly received Impulse 
there arpso a tumult among the multitude 
Many stones were thrown nt Port eons and his 
guards , some mLschief was done nnd the mob 
continued to press forward with whoops, 
shrieks how'*, and exclamations A young 
fellow, with n s.ilor a cap slouched over hi* face 
sprang on the scaffold ond cu, the rope bv which 
the criminal vna suspended. Others approached 
to carry off the body either to secure for it some 
decent grave or to try, perlwp* som» means of 
resuscitation Captain, POrteous was wrought, 
by this appearance of insurrection against his 
authority into a rage so headlong as made him 
forget that, tho sentence having been fully 
executed, it was his duty not to engage In 
IiOitiVItles with tho misguided multitude, bat to 
ilrawbff hie men as fast os no slblo He sprung 
from the scaffold, matched a musket from ono 
of his soldier?, commnndcd tho party to give 
fire, and as several eye-witnesses concurred in 
swearing, set them tho ernmple by discharging 
his piece, and Gbootlng a man dead on tho spot 
Several soldiers obeyed his command or followed 
his example six or seven persons wore slain, 
and a great many were hurt and wounded 

After this Bet of violence tho Captain pro 
cceded towitlidrawhlsraen towards their guard 
house Intho High Street The mob were not eo 
much Intimidated as incensed by what had been 
done Tlicy pursued tho soldiers with cxc 
cratlotts, accompanied by volleys of stones ~As 
they pressed on them, tho rearmost soldiers 
turned, and again fired with fatal aim and exe 
ration It Is not accurately known whether 
Fortrans commanded this second act of vio- 
Ifuoe, but of course the odium of the whole 
transactions of the fatal day attochcd to him 
nnd 'to him alone Ho arrived at tho guard- 
house, dismissed his soldiers, and went to make 
his report to the magistrates concerning the un 
fortunate event* of the day 
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Apparently by this time Captain Porfeons hod 
begun to doubt tho propriety of his own con- 
duct, and the reception he met with from the 
magistrates was such as to make hltn still more 
anxious to gloss It over He denied that he had 
given order* to fire ; he denied he had fired with 
hi* own band , he even produced the fusee which 
he carried as an officer for examination It was 
found BtOl loaded Of three cartridges which he 
was seen to pat In hi* ponch that morning two 
were stlU thore a white handkerchief was 
llrrustinto themnxxleof the piece, and returned 
unsoiled or blackened. To the defenco founded 
on these circumstances It was answered, that 
I’orteotis had not used his own piece, but hod 
been «een to toko one from a toldler Among 
the many who bad been tilled and wounded lw 
the unhappy fire, there were several of better 
rank for even the humanity of such soldiers as 
fired over the heads of the mero rabble around 
tho scaffold, proved in snch Instances fatal to 
persons who were stationed in windows, or ol- 
served the melancholy scene from a distance 
The voice of public indignation was loud and 
general, and, ere mens tempers had tlmo to 
cool, tho trial of Captain Porteoua took place 
before tho High Court of Justiciary After a 
kmgand patient hearing, the jury had tho diffi- 
cult duty of balancing the positive evidence of 
many persons, nnd those of respectnbfilty who 
deposed poslm-ely to tho prisoner’s commanding 
his soldiers to fire, and himself firing his piece. 
Of which torao sworo that they saw the smoke 
and flash, and beheld a man drop at whom it was 
pointed with the negative testimony of others, 
whD, though well stationed for seeing what hail 
passed, neither heard rorteous give orders to- 
fire, nor saw him fire hlmsoir, bat, on the eon 
trary, averred that tho first shot was fired by n 
soldier who stood close by him. A great part of 
Ills defcnco was also founded on the turbulence 
of tho mob, which vUncaso*, according to their 
feelings, their predilections, nnd their oppor- 
tunities of observation represented differently - 
some describing as a formidable riot, wbnt 
others represented ns a trifling disturbance, 
such as always used to take place on the like 
occasions, when the executioner of tho law and 
tho men commissioned to protect him in 1 it 
task, were generally exposed to some indignities 
The verdict of the jury sufficiently show* how 
tho evidence preponderated In their minds It 
declared that JobnPortroos fired a gun among 
the people assembled nt tho oxeentfon. that ho 
gave orders to his soldiers to fire, by which many 
persons were killed ond wounded , but nt tho- 
snme time that tho prisoner and his guard had 
been wounded and beaten by stones thrown nt 
them by the multitude Upon this verdict, the 
Lords of Justiciary passed sentence of death 
against Captain Porteons,ndjudglnghiro, In tto 
common form, to be hanged on n gibbet nt the 
common place of execution on ‘Uednisdny 8th 
September. 17X0. and all hi* movable property to 
be forfeited to tbo kina's use according to tho 
Scottish law in eases of wilful murder

plice of execution extensivo as it it, wan 
crowded almost to suffocation. There was not 
a window in aU the lofty tenements around it 
or in the steep and crooked street calied tho 
Bow, by which the fatal procession was to de- 
scend from tho High Street, that was not abso- 
lutely filled -with spectators The uncommon 
height and antique appearance of these houses, 
some of wlrlch were formerly the property of 
tho Knights Templars and tho Knights o< St 
John, nnd stlU exhibt on their fronts and cables 
tho iron cross of tbeso orders cave additional 
eft set to a scono In lt-cU so striking The area 
of tin Gm sinarket resembled a huge dark lake

things so simple in themsebes became, on 
such an occasion, objects of terror ana of 
solemn Interest . 

Amid so numerous an assembly there was 
scarcely n word spoken save in whispers Flio 
thirst of vengeance was In eomo dogroo allayed 
by its supposed, certainty and even tbo popu 
lace, with deep** fee log than they are wont to 
entertain suppressed all clamorous exalra ion, 
nnd proparea to onjoy the scene of retnlint on 
in triumph, sfleut and docont though stern and 
relentless It soemed as if tho deptn of their 
hatred to the unfortunate criminal scorned to 
dl play itself in anything resembling the moro 
noisy current of their ordinary feelings Had a 
atrnnecr consulted only tho evidtnee of his 
ears, he might linve supposed that so vast a 
mwlntudo aero assembled for some purpose 
which nlTeetcd them with the deepest sorrow 
and stilled those noises which, on all ordinary 
occasion* art}- from such a concourse but if he 
gazed ui*m tholr faces ho would have bcon In 
ttantly undeceived Tho coinprc B*d lip, tho 
Iwnt brow the Btom and flashing cyo of almost 
every ono on wl om ho looked conveyed tho ox 
pression o! men come to glut tholr sight with 
triumphant revenge It is probable that tho ap- 
pearance of the cnnutial might have somewhat 
changed the temper of tho fiopnlftco in his 
favour, and that they might in the moment of 
death ha\o forgiven the man against whom tho'r 
Tescntment hrvd been s i flercelv lioated It had, 
however been destined that the mutability o! 
their sentiments was not to be oxposed to this 
trial,

Tho mob of Edlnbnr-h when tborooghlr ex , 
cited, hnd been at nil times on" of the fl reest 
whtob could bo found In Europe! nnd of Into 
jeara they bad risen repoutenly against the-- 
government, and sometimes not without tem 
porary success They woro conscious tbero- 
lore that tboy wore no favonritles with the 
rulers of tho period nnd ihat If Cnptsm Por

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TOe'ent prisoner in the Tolbooth of that cit> lie 
respited for six weeks from thotime appointed

The assembled spectators of almost all do 
greos whoso minds had been wound np to the

, or rather a roar of indignation and disappointed 
revenge, similar to that of a tutor from whom 
his m at has been rent by his Weeper when he 
was just about to dorour It This fierce c.xcln 
matlon seemed to forebode some immediate 
explouon or popular resentment, and, in fact, 
such liodbcon expected by the magistrates and 
the necessary measures liad been taken to re 
press It But the shout was no*- repoated, nor 
did any -tudden tnmult ensue such os it appeared 
to nnnounco Tho populace scorned to be 
ashamed of having expressed their disappoint 
ment in n vain clamour and the sound changed 
not into tho sllcneo wliiali hail preceded the 
nrnvnl of these stunning news, bat into stlPcd 
muttenncB, which each monp matntn'ned 
nmong themselves and which wore blended 
into one deep and hoarse murmur which floated 
ubovo the assembly ' 

JTet still, though nil expectation of tho execu 
non was over tho mob remained assembled, 
rtntionnry, ns it wore, through very resentment, 
gnzing on the preparation for doath, which had 
now been made In vain, and stimulating tbeir 
feolings, by r •calling tlio various claims which 
Wilson might have had on royal mercy, from the 
mistaken motives on which ho noted, as well os 
from the generosity ho had displayed towards

Scotsmen and bnrphers of Edinburgh r 
Tho officers of Justice began now to remove 
tho scaffold, and othor preparations which had 
been mado for tho execution In hones, by doing 
so, to accelerate the dispersion of tho multitude 
Tlio measure had tho desired effect, for no 
sooner hnd the fatal treo been unfixed from the 
largo stono pedestal or socket in which it was 
secured, and sunk slowly down npon tho wain 
intendod to removo it to tho place where it was

V rtonx ere yet living vvbo remember to hare 
heard irora the months oflnd es thus interrupted 
on their Jonmey In the manner we hare de- 
scribed, that they were escorted to thdrloditlnjn; 
by the youn? men who stopped them and even 
handed out of their chair with a polite atten- 
tion far beyond what was consistent with 
fhalr dress which was apparently that of 
Jcrurn'’Sinan mechanics * It seemed as If the 
consplrito'3 like those who assassinated the 
Cardinal Beatoun in former days had enter 
talncd the opinion, that the work about which 
they wont w-as a Judgment of Heaven, which,

The officer was too happy to bepormitted 
to rise nnd run away without receiving any 
farther injury which afforded another remark 
able instance of tho mode in which these men 
had united a sort of moderation towards oil 
others, with the most inflexible inveteracy k 
against tlio object of th*ir resentment The 
magistrate# after vain attempts to moke them 
selves heard and obeyed, possessing no means of 
enforcing their authority were constrained to 
abandon tho field to tho rioters and -retreat In 
all Bpo d from the showers of missiles that 
Whistled around thoir ears. 

Tho pasirvo resistance of tbo ToTbooib-gato ^

urged by such motives for apprehension they 
eagprly relieved each other nt t tlio labour of 
assailing tho Tolbooth door jut such was its' 
strength that it still defied their efforts At 
length, a voice was heard to pronounce the 
words, * Try it with flrn. The rio era, with an 
unanimous shout, called for combustibles, andas 
nil their wishes seemed to lie instantly s applied 1 
tbej were soon in posse«*lou of two or three 
e mptv tar barrels A. huge red glaring bonfire 
speedily arose close to the door of the prison, 
sending up a tall column of smoko and flame 
against its antique turrets and strongly grated 
winflows and illuminating tho ferocious ana 
wild gestures of the rioters who surrounded tbe 
place, as well ns tho pale and anxious groups of 
those who from windows in tho Vicinage, 
watched tho progress of tills alarming scene. 
Tiie mob fed tho fire with whatever they could 
find fit for tho purpose. Tho flames roared onu 
crackled among the heaps of nourishment piled 
ou the tire, and a terrible shout soon announced 
that the door had kindled, and was in tbo act of 
being dcst to -cd. Tho fire was suffered to decay 
but long ere it was quite extinguished, the most 
forward, of tho rioters rushed, in their im 
pitienc ono after another, over its yet smoal 
\ remains Thick showers of sparkles rose 
m>rh in the air as man after man bounded over 
tho giowing ember#, and disturbed them in. thftir 
puaaage It was now obvious to Butler and all 
others who were pro ent, that the rioters would 
bo instantly in possession of their victim, and

For an instant this man quitted the prl*onor, 
whom ho consigned to a selected guard, with in 
stnictions topermit him to give his money ami 
property to whom*oerrr ho pleased. A poreon 
confined in tho jail for dobt recelyed this last 
deposit from the 'rambling hand of the victim. 
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who was nt tho same time permitted to mate 
some other brief arrangements to moot his ap- 
proaching fate The felons, and all other* who

gored on him, bnt was tumble to answer A loud 
noiso was now heard, and the name of Madge 
Wdlflro was repeatedly called from the bottom 
of the staircase. 

Jam coming —I am coming said tlio person 
who answorcd to that appellative , nnd then re- 
iterating hastily For Gods sako-for yonr 
own Bake— for my soke flee or they’ll take your 
life 1 he loft tho strong room. 

The girl cared after him for a moment, nnd 
then, faintly muttering Bettor tyne life since 
tint is gudo fame," she trank her head upon her 
hand, and remained, Rcemlngly unconscious as

At length be ventured to call ont, and 
rouse the attention of tho terrifiod koopors of 
tho gate, who now found thomselvos at liberty

their purpose At daybreak there remained not

The Doctor whohnd obtained somo informa

After tii mo contradictory instructions, the 

Laird felt hi* mind bo much at oaso that he 

drank three bumpers of brandy continuously* 

and Boughed awa, as Jenny expressed it. in 
an attempt to sing ' Dell stick the minister 
His death made a revolution in favour of tho 
distressed families John Dumblc, now of Dam 

bledikc*. in his own right, seemed to be close 

and soliish enough, but wanted the grasping 
spirit and actlvo mmd of hi* father, and his 
guardian happened to agree with him in opinion* 
thnt his father’* dying recoramondation should 
bo attended to The tenants therefore, were

Dnmhledlkos whioh ft was their lot to Occupy, 
itbeenmo gradunUy apparent that Doans was to 
gain the strifo, and his ally in tho conflict was , 
to lose it. Tho former was a man, and not maoh ' 
past tho prime of lifo-Mrs Bntlor a woman, nnu , 
declined into tba vnlo of yonrs This, indeed, 
ought in timo to have been balanced by tho cir- 
cumstance, that Reuben was growing up to 
assist his grandmother’s labours, and that 
Jeanle Deans, ns n girl, could bo only' supposed . 
to odd to her father a burdens But Douce 
Davie Doans know hotter things, nnd so schooled 
and trained tho young minion ns he called her, 
that from the time she could walk, upwards, she 
was daily employed In some task or other suit r 
able to her age and capacity i a circumstance 
which, added to her father’s daily instructions _ 
and 1 octures tended to give hor mmd, even when 
a child, a grave, serious, firm, and reflecting - 
cast An uncommonly strong and healthy tem 
perament freo from all nerTOus affection and 
every other irregularity, whioh, attacking the- 
body in its more nolle functions, so ofton la- , 
flucnccs the mind, tended greatly to establish 
this fortitude, simplicity, and decision of 
character 

On the other hand, Reuben was weak In con- 
stitution, and, though not timid in tomwd 
might be safely pronounced anxious, doubtful, 
and apprehensive Ho partook of tho tan .

on tho benches of the school house, they began 
to con their lessons together, Reuben, who was 
as much superior to Jennie Deans In acuteness 
of intellect, as inferior to her in firmness of con- 
stitution end in that insensibility to fatlgnoancl 
dnngor wlilcli doponds on tho conformation of 
tha nerves, was able fully to requite tho kindness 
and countenance with which, in other clrcum 
stance', she used to regard him He was de 
cidcdly tho best scholar at tho little parish 
school , -and so gentle was his temper and disposi 
tlon that he was rather admired than envied by 
the little mob who occupied the noisy mansion, 
although he was tho declared favourite of the 
master bevoral girls in particular, (for to Scot- 
land they are taught with tho boys ) longed to 
bo kind to, and comfort tho sickly lad, who was 
so much cleverer than his companions The 
character of Reuben Bntlor was so calculated ns

man of sense and observation, the constant di- 
rection of tho Laird s eyes townrda .Tear. clo wns 
altogether unnoticed This circumstance, how 
evor made a muoh greater impression noon nr. 
other member of bis family a second helpmate, 
to wit, whom ho had chosen to take to his bosom 
ten years after the death of his first. Some 
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p ople were of Opinion that Douce Dario bid

already obtained. In this numnor, as it uihal 
among the poorer Btndent* of divinityat Scottish J 
universities he contrived -not only to maintain 
himself according to his simple wants but erca 
to send considerable assistance to his sole re- 1 
maimng parent, a Bacrod duty, of winch tha 
Scotch are seldom neglimint. His progress in 
knowledge of a general kmd, as well as in the , 
studies proper to his profession was very cod 
siderable but waa little remarked, owing to thu 
retired modesty of his disposition whicn In no • 
respect qualified him to not off hU learning to ;

' bit lassie’ nnd 'little Effle, and wns per- 
mitted to run up and down uncontrolled, unless 
upon the Sabbath, or at tho times of family wor- 
ship Her sister, with all tho lovo and enro of a 
mother could not bo snpposcd to possess tho 
same authoritative influence nnd that which she 
had hltborto exercised became gradually limited 

nnd diminished as Effio s advancing years en- 

titled her, in herownconcoltatleost fo the right 
of Independence and free agency with till the 
innocence and goodno«sof disposition, therefore, 
whioh we have described, the Lily of St Leo-

David Deans bolieved this, 
nnd many othor ghostly encounters and victories, 
on tho faith of tho Anson, or auxiliaries of the 
banished prophets TIiIb event was beyond 
David s remombranoo But ho need to tell with 
great awe, rot not withont a feeling of proud 
superiority to ills auditors, how ho himsolf had

acqulosced in Madges proposal to rest under

Scotland had, besides, the 
disadvantage of being divided info int atino 
factions, which hated each other bitterly, und 
waited but a signal to break forth into action 

In such circumstanoes, another man with tho 
talents and rank of Argyle, but without a mind 
so happily regulated, would have sought to rise 
from the earth in the whirlwind, and direct Its 
fury He chose a cours a more safe and more 
honourable. 

Soaring above tho petty distinctions of fac- 
tion, his voice was raised whether in office or 
opposition, for those measures which were at 
once just andleniont, His high military talents 
enabled him, during the memorablo year 1715, to 
render such services to tho house of Hanover, 
as. perhaps were too great to be either acknow- 
ledged or repaid. He had employed, too, his ut- 
most influence in softening the consequences of 
that insurrection to tho unfortunate gentlemen, 
whom a mistaken sense of loyalty luiil engaged 
in the affair, and was rewarded by the esteem 
and affection of bis country In an uncommon 
degree. This popularity with a discontented 
and warlike people, was supposed to bo a sub. 
loot of jealousy at court where tbo power to 
become dangerous i3 sometimes of itself ob- 
noxious, though tho Inclination is not unltod 
with it. Besides tbo Duko of Argyle s Indepen- 
dent and somewhat haughty mode of expressing 
himself in Parliament, and acting in public, 
were ill calculated to attract royal favour He 
woe, therefore, always respected, and often cm. 
ployed , bm was not a fnvonnte or George tbo 
Second, his consort, or his ministers. At 
several different periods in bis life the Duke 
might bo considered os in absolute disgrace at 
court, although ho could hardly bo said to bo a 
declared member of opposition. This rendered 
him the dearer to Scotland, because it was 
usually in her cause that he incurred the dis- 
pleasure of his sovereign , and upon this very 
occasion of tho Porteous mob, the animated and 
eloquent opposition which ho nod offered to tho 
severe measures which wereobont to be adopted 
towards the city of Edinburgh, was the more 
gratefully received in that metropolis, os it was 
understood that the Duke s interposition had 
given personal offence to Queen Carohno 
His conduct upon this occasion, as, indeed, 
that ol all the Scottish members of the legisla- 
ture, with one or two unworthy exceptions had 
been in the highest degree spirited. The popu-

lived triumph and long tribulation, David, with 
length of breath and of narrative, which would , 
have astounded any one but a lover of hi* 
daughter, proceeded to lay down his own rules 
for guiding the conscience of his friend as an 
aspirant to serve in the ministry Upon this 
subject, the good hum went through ruch a 
variety of nice and casuistical problems sup- 
posed so many ertremo cases, made the dis-
